Little hope that the personal property tax can be abolished 
entirely at this time wts held out by Premier Oliver to-day to a 
delegation from the Victoria Chamber of Commerce which pro¬ 
tested emphatically against the levy. The Premier declared that 
the Govern me at oonld not rely solely on income taxation, which 
fluctuates with changes in business conditions. He added that the 
personal property and real estate taxes would be reduced at this 
session of the Honse and when this reduction had been made the 
Government would be better able to judge the effect of this cut 
on provincial revenues. 

Land taxation is “vastly more oppressive" than personal pro¬ 
perty taxation, the Premier aaserted. The man on the land is first 
entitled to relief.Ae said.

France. according to this 
week's fij|ures, has only 415 idle 
men applying for Go v ernment un¬ 
employed allowance. She. has a 
per capita debt of M3.ll. but is 
not attempting to meet her for¬ 
eign loans and her money is 
worth In exchange a quarter of 
what It was before the war. 

Britain has 1.250.000 unem¬ 
ployed. has a pcx capita debt of 
935.45, and is the' moat heavily 
taxed country In the world. Her 
taxation amounts to one-third 
hfr national income. She Is pay¬ 
ing her debts and her money Is 
nearly par. But the money that 
Is taken In taxation is removed 
from trade and Industry. This 
causes business depression and 
unemployment increase. Polltl- 
* .ana should bear this in mind 
when they deal with taxation. 

Canada has a per capita^ debt 
of only $14.91, Is paying her bills, 
on taxation only * fraction of the 
British rate, has no unemploy¬ 
ment problem, and. her exchange 
is around pfir. The Canadian 
dollar, Hon. Ernest Lapointe says, 
la the only currency that can 
look tho United Staten dollar In 
the face.
